The mask 10 includes a generally rigid shell 20 having an air tube 22 for 
connecting to a pressurized air supply 23- 25. A gusset portion 32 is attached to the shell 20 
in a known manner such as gluing or mechanical fastening. The gusset portion 32 acts as a 
suspension mechanism for a cushion 30 and includes a flexible gusset sidewall 33. A partial 
sectional view of the gusset portion 32 is shown in Figure 6. In this embodiment, the gusset 
sidewall 33 has a generally uniform thickness and the gusset portion 32 has a generally 
triangular cross-section when not exposed to mask pressure. However, in this embodiment, 
the flexible sidewall 33 will balloon out when the mask 10 is pressurized to take on the more 
rounded cross-section shown in Figure 7.
